WHEN MR VORSTER AND I DISCUSSED SOUTH WEST AFRICA AT OUR 
TALK IN PORT ELIZABETH, HE AFFIRMED THAT IT IS FOR THE 
PEOPLE OF SOUTH WEST AFRICA TO DETERMINE THEIR OWN FUTURE. 

I AGREE. BUT OF COURSE IT WILL BE NECESSARY TO REASSURE THE WORLD 
THAT THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE WILL BE EXPRESSED IN A WAY WHICH 
IS TRULY FREE AND DEMOCRATIC. THAT IS ONE OF THE REASONS WHY WE 
THINK IT IS IMPORTANT THAT ALL GROUPS IN SOUTH WEST AFRICA 
SHOULD BE ABLE TO ENGAGE IN PEACEFUL POLITICAL ACTIVITY. 

I HOPE THAT YOUR GOVERNMENT WILL FIND IT POSSIBLE TO MAKE
